Concerning the Comet , thjt hath lately appear d in fo- 
rain parts^ communicated from Italy and Portugal.

ANnoi5(?8, the 10* of March h,i. of the following night, 
(after the Italim way of counting) at Bononia^ lobferved 
a path of Light extended from the whale through Eridanus 5 
which I judged to be the Train of a Cemet, hoih by the Figure and 
Colour, as alfo bccaufe that the diredion of it, being by the 
Fancy continued, feem'd to proceed unto the 2 1 . degr. oiFifces^ 
where the Sun then was, and fo tended to the part oppofit to the 
5»;);, like other Comets. By its extreme point it reached to that 
Star in Eridanus^ which is called the Fourteenth by Saferus : But 
it iflued out of the Horizontal Clouds, fo -that I thought, the 
Hcvid of the Comet was either vailed by them, or hid under the 
Horizon. It followed the Motion of diurnal revolution Weft- 
V. ard, and it was to be feen about the fecond hour of the night 5 
for then it was demerfed in the mifls of the Horizon. 

Not far from its pointed end Eaftward, there appeared a Star, 
equal to'the brighteftof the Fourth magnitude ^ alraoft in the 
fameplace, wherevvasobferv'dtheC<7/wf?of A. 1664. Decemy. 
31. which Star was not f^c/? feen, nor at other times elfewhere, 
nor is defcribed in any Catalogue, on any Globe or Map, that I 
can learn •, which therefore I deem to be a New one, that is, of 
new appearance. 

March 1 1. at even the Horizon was in the We(l: overcafl with 
thin Clouds 5 among which after one hour of the night, there 
was feen a Brightness in the whale , at lead for half an hour, 
which was very like the fplendour of Fenus , likewife vailed by 
thin clouds. 

March 12, zt night, the lower pnrts of the Heavens in the We^ 
were clouded , and when the Great Dog-/i;tr was in the Mid- 
heaven, the fame Tail appear'd again. It pafTed through the Star 
in Eridmus, which ^^jm// calls the 15th, and left tothzSouth- 
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jv^r^/ thei4tli, where it did teimmze M.irch lo. Being by the 
imag'nation drawn out to about 3. degrees and farther, it tended 
to that Southern Star, which preceds the Ear of Lepus. It was 
therefore more Northerly^ than the day before yeflcrday, and 
more Ea/lerlj; and it alfo reachcto theoppoficpart of theSun. 
Towards the Wefi it came out of the Clouds, and left us doubt • 
fulj whether its head was liid by them, or under the Horizon, But 
the Line from fufher to the extremity of the faid Tayle in the 
Clouds was perpendicular to that Tayle-, So that it was in the 
whale J and the apparent part of the Train reached out in length 
about 32, degrees.
